Weeding Out the P. O. D. 

Coincident with the submission of the 
Bristow report on the postal investiga- 
tion and due to its recommendations 
Postmaster General Payne dismissed 
from the service M. W. Lewis, chief of 
the supply division; C. B. Terry, a clerk 
under Lewis; Louis Kempner, superin- 
tendent of registry system, and Otto 
Weis, a clerk in the New York post 
office. These dismissals were made for 
extravagance in the use of materials 
and irregularities in their purchase. 


Addicks Begins Again. 

J. Edward Addicks, the millionaire 
gas man of Delaware,. who has been 
spending his money for several years 
in an effort to be elected to the United 
States senate as a Republican, has 
begun a new campaign to capture the 
prize. A big meeting has been called 
at Dover and all Republicans invited 
to attend. 


The U. 8. Mint Scandal. 

The disclosures of gross violations 
of the civil service rules in the Phila- 
delphia mint made by Commissioner 
Cooley were brought to the attention 
of President Roosevelt, who summoned 
the mint authorities to a White House 
conference. After this it was_ an- 
nounced that Superintendent Landis 
would make such reinstatements and 
removals ‘as the commissioner désired 
and had promised to confine future ap- 
pointments to the eligible lists. Mr. 
Cooley declared that at least forty’ 
clerks and employees of the mint*had 
been removed irregularly, many of the 
removals being for the purpose of pro- 
viding places for persons recommended 
by Pennsylvania politicians. - 


Bryan’s Big Windfall. 

That the late Philo 8S. Bennett, a 
wealthy resident of New Haven, Conn., 
had arranged secretly a clause in his 
will giving $50,000 to W. J. Bryan in 
the interest of the political principles 
of the Nebraskan, besides other large 
gifts to the Bryan family, was made 
known to the public last week when a 
sealed letter in‘connection with the 
Bennett will was opened and read be- 
fore the probate court at New Haven 
in the presence of Mr. Bryan and A. P. 
Sloane, the executors, and of the wid- 
ow of the deceased. The widow con- 
tested the will on the ground of undue 
merttal influence exerted by Bryan over 
Bennett. Bryan at first said he would 
not take the money, but later decided 
to fight for it, if necessary, but with 
the avowed object of using it as a 
trust for educational purposes. 


The New York Campaign. 

The fight for the political co 1 of 
Greater New York goes merr on. 
The candidates and other leading ora- 
tors are carried about the big town in 
automobiles, addressing several meet- 
ings the same evening. The Brooklyn 
Democracy, after being barely held in

around and indorsed the Tammany 
ticket, including Grout and Fornes. 
Jerome has met with some rebuffs for 
his earlier attack on Low, but his snap 
and vim have put Tammany .on its 
mettle. The latter is concentrating its 
attack on the Citizens’ Union, which in 
turn has painted the city red with big 
signs reading, “Vote For Low and 
Keep the Grafters Out.”

been denied. The comptroller was held 
by Special Counsel Bonaparte to have 
been negligent in regard to the postal 
frauds. * * * The new special agent 
from Colombia, Senor Arciniegas. 
brings word that his government is not 
satisfied with the bonus offered for the 
canal concession. * * * United States 
Senator Foraker had to retire from the 
Ohio campaign last week, being seri- 
ously ill. 


To Deport an Anarchist. 

While making the first of a series of 
addresses on economic ‘questions at 
New York, Oct. 24, John Turner, the 
English labor leader and advocate of 
some’form of anarchy, was arrested on 
the peremptory order of Secretary of 
Commerce and Labor Cortelyou and 
held for deportation on the first British 
ship. Under the new law .no. hearing 
is required in such cases. Turner's 
friends ‘began habeas cofpus proceed- 
ings to contest the constitutionality. of 
the law. . The address was not in any 
sense in advocacy of-*iolence or blood- 
shed.

factory, Attorney General Knox has 
ruled that the statute of limitations 
would prevent any Jegal action. _ The 
question 6f. Littauer’s culpability was 
not passed upon. 


Missouri Beats the Maine. 

In‘her trial trip over the Cape Ann 
course the new first class battle ship 
Missouri averaged 18.05 knots an hour, 


which, with the tidal allowances, was 
expected to. make her official, speed 
18.22 knots. The average speed of the 
battle ship Maine was only 17.98 knots. 

The new cruiser Detroit was found 
to be below the contract speed and not 
acceptable. 


Extra Session Proclaimed. 

President Roosevelt issued a procla- 
mation calling an extraordinary session 
of congress on Nov. 9 for thé purpose 
of approving the Cuban reciprocity 
treaty. 


Public Service Notes. 
The government has taken possession 


\of the partly finished cruiser Chatta- 


nooga, which was held by the sheriff at 
the Crescent shipyards, Elizabethport, 
N. J., on order of the shipbuilding 
trust’s creditors. * * * The naval esti- 
mates for the next fiscal year are $26,- 
846,568 higher than last year. This is 
principally on account of new vessels 
under construction. * * * There is talk 
at Washington of new land frauds by 
which vast forest territory in the north- 
west has been secured through the use 
of dummy settlers under the forest re- 
serve law. Three persons were indicted 
at Portland Tuesday. 


Legal and Criminal. 


St. Louis Forgery Case. = 

James L. Blair of St. Louis, formerly 
general counset for the world’s fair and 
well known as a local reformer, has 
been accused of embezzling $400,000 on 
forged deeds, dealing with Dick Bros. 
& Co. of New York and Philadelphia. 
His former stenographer, J. L. Roberts, 
is the accuser. Mr. Blair was pros- 
trated by the exposure. 


The Law In the Home. ; 

A unanimous decision handed down 
by the supreme court of Massachusetts 
sustains the ruling of the lower court 
that a person drunk by the voluntary 
use of intoxicants may be arrested in 
his home without a warrant and con- 
victed without~-regard~ to the place 
where the act is committed. 


Self Incrimination Protected. 

The New York court of appeals de- 
cided that Jesse Lewissohn, the rich 
clubman who had been summoned in 
‘the case of Richard Canfield, the gam- 
bler, could not be compelled to testify 
on the ground that his testimony 
might be.used afterward as-ground for 
an indictment against himself.

New British Ambassador. 

Sir Henry Durand, now British am- 
bassador at Madrid, is to be trans- 
ferred to Washington as successor to 
the late Ambassador Herbert, the Unit- 
ed States having indicated that this 
change would be acceptable. Prior to 
his service at Madrid Sir Henry was 
minister to Persia. 


Another Kongo Appeal. 

The British foreign office again has 
sent a note to the European powers 
concerned in the treaty of Berlin an- 
nouncing belief in the charges of cru* 
élty in the Belgian government of the 
Kongo state and calling for a confer- 
ence to institute reform: The note says 
that no efforts were made to fit the na- 
tives for industrial pursuits. It de- 
clares that the method of obtaining 
laborers was similar to that formerly 
applied to obtain slaves. Force was 
as much required now to take natives 
to a place of service as was formerly 
necessary to convey captured slaves. 
Instead of giving an administration, 
the officers were devoting their whole 
time to collecting revenue and monop- 
olizing trade. It is suggested to refer 
the whole matter to The Hague tri- 
bunal. 


A Japanese War Council. 
Notwithstanding repeated Russian 
assurances of a peaceful settlement of 
the differences between Russia and 
Japan, the reports from Japan were 
to the effect that war is inevitable. 
Another conference of the elder states- 
men was called at Tokyo to advise the 
government. Final warnings were is- 


sued to railroads and steamship lines, 
and a final conference between the Jap- 
anese and Russian authorities was ex® 
pected. Russian preparations for war 
had not abated. The czar appointed a 
special commission, composed of 
Plehve, Lamsdorf, Kuropatkin; . Tyr- 
toff and Admiral Alexieff, to take the 
responsibility with him for the final 
decision as to mi 


Taking Over Macedonia. 

It was believed that the Austrian 
and Russian ambassadors at Constan- 
tinople had notified the Turkish gov- 
ernment of their governments’ inten- 
tion to take entire control of Macedonia 
for a period of two years to insure the 
pacification and reform of that section 
of Turkey. Both Bulgarian and Turk- 
ish troops were said to be disbanding. 


For British-American Unity. 


Andrew Carnegie during his visit to, 


Limerick, Ireland, speaking of the great 
movement of the Irish people toward 
America, said he looked for the day 
when the United States and Canada 
would have a population of 250,000,000, 
and that with the British isles would 
form one nation. While at Limerick 
Mr. Carnegie laid the foundation stone 
of a library. 


Armenian Leader Murdered. 

Sagetel Sagouni, a prominent leader 
of the Armenian refugees, was shot 
down near his London residence Tues- 
day. Clews pointed to New York as 
the home of the murderer, who made 
his escape. ,

-Baird’s “French Huguenots” tells us 
of the men of Jersey and Guernsey in 
the English Channel, who found their 
way across to us between 1662 and 
1680.8 These islands, held by William 
of Normandy when he moved across to 
England; have always been loyal to 
Britain, though French in language.

The estate was in a tight 
place, widow Margaret could not stay 
on without aid, so young *Abraham 
came forward. He had just married an 
Andover girl, : sister. of Gen. Stephen 
Abbott of Salem and backed by these 
well-to-do relatives, he assumed the’ re- 
sponsibility of $950 needed to control 
the whole estate in 1801. He tenderly 
cared for Margaret till 1816, and here 
all the young Valpeys we knew best 
grew up. When in old age Elizabeth 
Abbott left him’ in 1833 he transferred 
the home to-son Samuel of: Andover 
and the two daughters who lived in 
ipswich, and died there in 1848 at 83. , 
8Richard the eldest son married 
Susanna Baker of Marblehead, and lost 
several children by small pox and ma- 
larial fever, and Dr. Bently hints that 
Richard held peculiar views in regard 
to medicine, so that he had doubts of 
the treatment of the cases.

“What have you got?” “Pepper.” 
«You lie, I can smell coffee.” He was 
sent to Holland to get $100,000 for it. 
The Valpeys being humble, obeyed 
orders very likely, for the sea swallowed 
their sons and kept them hard at work 
without great gains. 

George Valpey I could only marry 
to Dorcas Abbott of Andover, a niece 
of *Abraham’s wife, quite late in life 
in 1803. -He probably died childless, 


for she married Capt. Joseph Sibley in 
1810, and had five children recorded, . 
one named George Valpey. Sibley who 
came back to Andover for his cousin 
Phebe Abbott, and were. parents of the 
Mrs. Orlando Norcross of Worcester 
and George Sibley of Salem, not Val- 
peys.. There were five girls in Salem 
named Valpey I could not place, who 
married between 1779 and 1802, The 
line of "Abraham Valpey and - Eliza- 
beth Abbott needs a ‘supplementary 
paper to explain how this long line of 
mariners brought us our first provision 
merchant of.
